Scheduling  privileges  have

Kevin 
Large  was  notified  Friday  in  a 
letter  signed  by  Wynder  that 
the  action  has  been  taken. 

The  decision  was  made 
Friday  following  a  Tuesday 
hearing  in  which  club 
violations  were  discussed  by 
Mike  Whitaker,  student 
activities  coordinator; 
Marjorie  H.  McEntire,  student 
activity  adviser;  John  Plocher, 
AS  BYU  Organizations  vice 
president;  Wynder;  and  Large. 

After  the  hearing,  the 
violations  were  reviewed  by 
Plocher,  Miss  McEntire, 
Whitaker  and  Wynder.  The 
group  came  to  a  unanimous 


decision  to  suspend  charter 
privileges  to  the  club,  Wynder 
said. 

A  degrading  rushing 
activity  was  named  by 
Wynder  as  the  reason  for  the 
action. 

The  activity  was  a  rating 
game  held  last  Tuesday  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center  cafeteria  in 
which  pledges  rated  passing 
girls  on  a  scale  of  one  to  10. 
Scores  were  posted  on  cards 
held  up  by  each  of  the 
pledges. 

The  rating  game  was 
degarding  and  therefore  in 
violation  of  ASBYU  rushing 
policies,  Wynder  said. 

Wynder  explained  that  the 
denial  of  scheduling  privileges 
means  the  club  is  no  longer 
chartered  on  the  BYU 
campus.

organization  to  use  campus 
facilities,  it  must  be  properly 
chartered  through  the 
activities  bureau,”  Wynder 
said. 

The  Sportsmen  Club  will 


lose  this  privilege  as  well  as 
the  privilege  to  handle  club 
finances  through  a  campus 
account  and  the  privilege  of 
holding  any  activities, 
Wynder  explained. 

Other  club  presidents  were 
called  in  for  interviews 
Tuesday;  however,  no  other 
clubs  are  being  considered  for 
suspension  at  this  time, 
Wynder  said. 

Routine  interviews  are 
presently  being  conducted  by 
other  club  advisers  as  to 
programming  and  rush 
activities,  according  to 
Wynder. 

The  Sportsmen  Club  can 
make  application  for 
reinstatement  for  winter 
semester,  Wynder  said. 

‘‘If  they  make  an 
application  for  reinstatement, 
it  will  be  reviewed  the  same 
as  all  other  applications,”  he 
said. 

Large  said  the  decision  to 
conduct  the  rating  game  in 
the  cafeteria  was  a  snap 
judgment  by  one  member  of 


the  club.  The  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  club  had  no 
idea  of  what  was  going  on,  he 
added. 

Following  the  Tuesday 
hearing,  Large  said  he  was 
worried  but  felt,  until  he 
received  the  letter  Friday, 
that  no  serious  action  would 
be  taken. 

In  a  letter  to  the  editor 
published  in  Friday’s 
Universe,  Large  apologized  to 
those  students  who  were 
offended  by  the  controversial 
pledge  activity. 

“The  activity  was  intended 
to  be  embarrassing  for  the 
pledges,  not  the  passerby. 
The  ratings  were  not  based  on 
physical  appearance.  It  was 
not  a  serious  attempt  to  rate 
anyone  by  any  criteria.  It  was 
a  simple  joke  done  in  the 
spirit  of  fun,”  Large 
explained.

Two  men  plead  gup 
to  local  lounge  rob 


Latter-day  Saints  may  fulfill  their  destiny  to  be  a  chosen 
generation  and  a  royal  priesthood  by  filling  their  lives  with 
truth,  service  and  love,  said  Elder  Thomas  S.  Monson  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  at  the  12-stake  fireside  Sunday 
evening. 

To  fill  the  mind  with  truth,  “search  among  those  books 
and  in  those  places  where  truth  is  likely  to  be  found,”  he 
said. 

He  cited  searching  the  scriptures  as  one  way  to  find  truth 
after  reading  the  inscription  President  Harold  B.  Lee  wrote  in 
his  daughter’s  triple  combination. The  words  read,  “That 
you  may  have  a  constant  measure  by  which  to  judge  between 
the  truth  and  the  errors  of  man’s  philosophies.” 


Give  Service 

A  Latter-day  Saint  is  of  service  to  the  church  when  he 
magnifies  his  calling,  said  Elder  Monson,  adding  that  one 
magnifies  his  calling  when  he  learns  what  his  duty  is  and  then 
performs  it. 

Elder  Monson  gave  examples  of  men  who  served  their 
families  with  love  by  sacrificing  for  their  children,  relating 
how  the  father  of  famous  baseball  player  Hank  Aaron 
sacrificed  his  lunch  money  every  day  so  Aaron  would  have 
enough  to  eat  lunch  at  school. 

He  then  told  of  a  blind  father  who  rescued  his  drowning 
child  from  a  swimming  pool. 


Remember  Sacrifice 

To  the  audience  of  21,000,  Elder  Monson  said,  “Have  you 
ever  thought  that  you  are  occupying  a  chair  someone  else 
may  have  taken  if  he  had  not  died  for  his  country?” 

He  told  the  audience  to  remember  those  who  have  given 
their  lives  “so  that  we  may  enjoy  what  we  have.” 

Elder  Monson  continued  by  counseling  students  to  show 
their  love  by  giving  someone  private  tutoring  if  he  needs  it. 

“If  you  help  someone  up  to  the  top  of  the  hill,”  he  said, 
“you  are  bound  to  be  closer  to  the  top  yourself.” 

Jesus  Christ  is  the  perfect  example,  Elder  Monson 
explained.  By  following  Christ’s  example,  people  will  hear 
the  words  “well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant” 
instead  of  the  words  of  rebuke  found  in  the  parables  of  the 
foolish  virgins,  the  talents,  and  the  fig  tree,  he  said.

Center  aids  Utah  alcoholics

Flu  sends 
Y  students 
to  center 


A  number  of  cases  Of 
vomiting  and  diarrhea  were 
reported  over  the  weekend  at 
the  Health  Center,  according 
to  Dr.  Cloyd  C.  Hofheins, 
Health  Center  director.  He 
said  it  apparently  is  a  type  of 


flu. 


Of  the  5,000  identified 
alcoholics  in  Utah  County, 
only  30  are  receiving 
treatment. 

“People  are  ashamed  to 
admit  they  have  the  disease,” 
explained  James  C.  Hale,- 
director  of  the  Central  Utah 


Alcoholism  Recovery  and 
Training  Center. 

However,  this  fear  of 
stigma  has  not  kept  their 
identity  secret.  The  Utah 
Statistical  Division  identified 
the  5,000  alcoholics  from 
hospital  and  police  records. 

“Our  battle  is  to  educate 
the  community  to  accept 
alcoholism  as  a  disease,” 


explained  Hale. 

If  all  alcoholics  sought 
treatment,  however,  the 
recovery  center  could  not 
handle  them.

Too  small 

Although  the  new  center, 
which  opened  Saturday  at 
1726  Dakota  lane  on  the 
Springville  hill,  can  house  48 
people,  this  is  a  tiny 
percentage  of  the  alcoholics 
in  surrounding  counties. 

Hale  said,  “The  unique 
thing  about  our  structure  is 
that  it  can  be  added  to  easily 
if  the  number  of  people 
seeking  treatment  increases.” 

The  new  center  is 
structured  into  six  separate 
units  capable  of  housing  eight 
people  in  each.  The  six  units 
are  part  of  three  duplexes. 

This  will  enable  women  to 
receive  treatment  at  the 
center.  In  the  past,  they  were 
sent  to  Salt  Laky  City  or 
taken  into  someone’s  home. 


Financial  help 
The  new  $500,000  center 
has  been  in  planning  and 
construction  stages  three 


The  State  Board  of 
Education  donated  $100,000, 
and  the  Alcohol  and  Drug 
Administration  turned 
$25,000  from  the  sale  of 
liquor  toward  the  center. 

“We  also  took  out  a  loan,” 
said  Hale,  “and  many  pledges 
are  still  to  be  paid.” 

A  program  was  started  two 
years  ago  in  which  the 
bishops  of  each  LDS  ward  are 
educated  about  the  problem 
and  are  asked  to  refer 
alcoholics  to  the  center. 

“The  number  of  alcoholics 
referred  to  us  for  treatment 
increased  since  the  program 
started,”  said  Hale.

Volunteers  work 

Hale  said  there  is  an 
abundance  of  volunteer  help 
in  this  community,  whereas 
in  other  communities  such 
facilities  are  begging  for  help. 

“I  have  to  run  to  keep  up 
with  this  community.  It  is 
farther  ahead  of  any  other  in 
the  sense  it  is  not  trying  to 
hide  the  problem  of 
alcoholism  even  though  the 
alcoholics  themselves  are.” 

Another  facet  of  the 
alcoholic  problem  is  the 
alcoholic  housewife.  She  is 
difficult  to  identify  if  she  is 
not  working  .oqtsjd.e  ,,pf  the 
home.

“Falstaff  is  extremely  fat, 
and  likes  to  party,  likes 
company  and  likes  to  eat  and 
drink,”  said  Samuelsen. 

The  character  Falstaff 
believes  that  being  heavy  adds 
charm,  so  he  is  very  proud  of 
his  huge  belly,  explained 
Samuelsen. 

Samuelsen  will  be  wearing  a 
large,  foam-rubber  pad  while 
portraying  Falstaff.  He  said 
:he  has  to  learn  to  walk  and 
move  the  way  a  person  of 
that  size  would  move. 


Adds  spice 

Samuelsen  said  he  admires 
the  role  because  Falstaff 
believes  in  adding  spice  to 
everyone’s  life  aind  is  willing 
to  laugh  at  himself  when  the 
joke  is  on  him. 


He  spent  about  eight  years 
at  BYU  performing  in  operas 
and  musicals  under  Dr.  Don 
Earl,  who  is  currently  a  BYU 
music  professor. 

Since  leaving  BYU, 
Samuelsen  has  sung  about  60 
opera  roles  and  has  traveled 
with  companies  such  as  the 
New  York  and  Kansas  City 
Operas. 

At  the  University  of 
Indfana,  Samuelsen  stresses 
opera  as  a  “total  musical 
experience.”  He  said  the 
experience  is  total  because  it 
combines  the  orchestra  with 
singing,  dancing  and  acting.

When  BYU  determines  that  federal 
government  regulations  are  greater  than 
BYU  is  willing  to  bear,  it  will  be  time  to  cut 
financial  ties  with  the  federal  government, 
the  U.S.  Commissioner  of  Education  said 
Friday. 

Speaking  in  the  Awareness  Series 
sponsored  by  the  ASBYU  Academics  Office, 
Dr.  T.  H.  Bell  said  that  the  federal 
government  is  receiving  a  lot  of  pressure 
from  equal  rights  groups,  which  may  be 
responsible  for  the  stricter  regulations 
attached  to  federal  funds. 

Title  Nine 

Dr.  Bell  was  speaking  of  the  recent  stand 
BYU  took  in  opposition  to  parts  of  six 
sections  under  the  Title  Nine  regulations 
imposed  by  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare  (HEW). 

Dr.  Bell  said  his  office  has  responsibility 
fpr  administering  the  imposed  regulations. 

Six  months  ago,  Dr.  Bell  said,  he  received 
a  directive  from  President  Ford  instructing 
him  to  begin  a  study  of  private  liberal  arts 
colleges  and  their  future.  The  problems  of, 
the  private  colleges  and  universities  have 
been  a  matter  of  great  concern  for  some 
time,  he  said. 

Three  problems 

He  said  the  three  greatest  problems  facing 
these  private  institutions,  of  which  none  are 
in  the  “financially  enviable”  position  of 
BYU,  are  increased  financial  pressures, 
strangulation  with  governmental  red  tape 
and  the  effects  of  the  “equality  revolution.” 

“It’s  the  administrative  interpretation  of 
the  law  that  causes  problems,”  Dr.  Bell  said. 

BYU’s  chance  of  winning  its  case  is  remote 
because  of  the  enormous  pressure  some  of 
the  equal  rights  groups  such  as  NOW 


tells  Y 


(National  Organization  of  Women)  are 
bringing  to  bear  on  the  federal  government, 
Bell  said. 

He  said  he  thinks  it  will  reach  the  point 
where  an  institution  that  receives  federal 
money  must  comply  with  accompanying 
regulations. 

Study  results 

Dr.  Bell  answered  questions  regarding 
study  results  recently  released  by  his  office 
showing  more  than  23  million  American 
adults,  one  in  every  five,  lack  the  basic 
know-how  to  function  in  a  complex  society. 

The  study  showed  29.4  per  cent  of  all 
American  adults  are  incompetent,  33  per 
cent  barely  competent,  and  only  37.6  per 
cent  proficient  on  consumer  economic 
questions. 

Dr.  Bell  said  in  the  future,  graduation 
from  high  school  will  involve  more  than  just 
the  accumulation  of  a  specified  number  of 
credits.  A  greater  emphasis  will  be  placed  on 
community  education  programs,  he  said. 

Other  findings 

Other  findings  of  the  study  were: 

—Some  13  per  cent,  about  15  million 
adults,  were  unable  to  address  an  envelope 
well  enough  to  assure  the  Postal  Service 
could  deliver  it. 

-Twenty-seven  per  cent  didn’t  know,  or 
couldn’ts  remember,  that  normal  human 
body  temperature  is  98.6  degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

—Fourteen  per  cent,  about  16.5  million, 
were  unable  to  make  out  a  personal  check  so 
that  a  bank  could  process  it. 

Other  questions  tested  the  ability  of  the 
respondents  to  do  simple  comparison 
shopping,  to  name  the  two  U.S.  senators 
from  their  state,  to  compare  the 
effectiveness  of  two  pain-relievers  from  a 
simple  graph  and  to  compute  the  amount  to 
tip  a  waiter  at  a  restaurant.
